David Younkin 


David Younkin, one of Milford's industrious farmers, was 
bom in Turkey Foot Township, June 14, 1814, son of Henry 
and Elizabeth (Weimer) Younkin. Both his father and mother 
were of German descent. His earliest paternal ancestor in 
America settled in Berks County, Pennsylvania. Henry 
Younkin's father, Jacob Younkin, accompanied by his brothers 
John and Frederick, moved from Berks County to Turkey Foot 
Township, and all settled there as pioneers. Jacob married 
Hannah Nicols, and reared a large family. 

Henry Younkin was a lifelong resident of Turkey Foot 
Township, where he acquired both wealth and prominence as 
an agriculturalist, and was a highly respected citizen. His wife, 
Elizabeth, was a daughter of John Weimer. Her maternal 
grandfather, Casper Harbaugh, served in the French and Indian 
War, being under Washington's command at the time of 
Braddock’s defeat. Henry and Elizabeth Younkin were the 
parents of nine children, eight of whom grew to maturity. Of 
these, two are now living: David, the subject of this sketch; and 
Rachel, who resides in Randolph County, Illinois. 

. David Younkin was educated in the public schools of 
Turkey Foot and Milford Townships. When quite young he left 
home to live with a Mr. Will, and at the age of twenty he went 
to Louisiana, where he remained for some time. Upon his 
return he entered his father's employ as a farm assistant, but 
later went to Lavansville, Somerset Township, where he 
worked for a year; and for the next seven years he resided in 
Milford. Purchasing a farm in Lexington, Pa., he made various

The Yonkin reunion was held in Dushore, Pa., on July 28, 
1991, Fourteen persons were present the youngest being 50 
years old. This group has slowly decreased in number over the 
years and no amount of advertising has encouraged new 
attendees. Further research and a hopeful publication of a 
Yonkin" history including direct contact with some family 
members may spark an interest in youngsters. 

My father (John Willard Yonkin, known as "Willard") 
related the following story from his youth as to his family's 
first encounter with the automobile. 

My grandfather, Frank Yonkin, had a farm on one side of 
the valley in sight of his father Edward's farm situated on the 
valley's opposite ridge. To visit, Frank would place the 
entire family in a wagon, drive down across the fields to the 
road where the team would stop and my grandfather Frank 
would remove one set of fence rails. 

The wagon was then driven into the road (stradling the 
road) stopped, and the rails were replaced while the fence 
rails in front were removed. The wagon, after being driven 
through this opposite fence was stopped, and again the fence 
rails behind were replaced. 

After dark one night, the wagon was stopped across the 
road inbetween the rails. As Frank descended to remove the 
rails in front, a commotion was heard approaching along the 
darkened road. One can only imagine what the family 
thought of this noise eminating from a conveyance they had 
heard about, but never encountered. The children were 
screaming and his wife Fannie (Bird) was very upset, but 
grandfather Frank decided he was going to show his distain 
for this "modem" transportation and did so by removing the 
opposite fence rails and the wagon from the road as slowly 
as he could manage.

improvements thereon, including the erection of new buildings, 
and tilled the soil with prosperous results for sixteen years, at 
the expiration of which he sold the property. Returning to 
Milford, he bought at sheriffs sale a two-hundred-acre farm, 
upon which he built a new and spacious bam. In 1876 he sold 
one hundred and thirteen acres to his son Fremont, since which 
time he has tilled about eighty-two acres and carries on general 
farming. 

In 1837 Mr. Younkin was joined in marriage with Maria 
Culver, daughter of Elijah and Nancy (Scott) Culver, the latter 
a daughter of Mathias Scott, who built a forge in Milford, 
probably the first one in the place. Mrs. Younkin has had nine 
children, eight of whom are living, namely: Lucinda, who is 
unmarried, and lives in the parental home; Ann Elizabeth, who 
is the wife of Joseph Elder, and lives at Buffalo Mills; 
Augusta, wife of Alfred Evans, a Justice of the Peace and a 
prominent resident of Rockwood; Elias P., who resides in 
Meyersdale; Louisa, who married William McNeal, and resides 
in Iowa; Josephine, who married Mr. Currote, and lives in 
Montreal, P.Q.; Fremont, a prosperous farmer of Milford; and 
Benton, a resident of this township.

The Younkin family came originally from Germany and 
settled in Eastern Pennsylvania. The earliest progenitor of 
record is Charles Younkin, an early settler of Fayette County. 
He was a prosperous farmer, the YOUNKINS usually being 
tillers of the soil. Among the children of Charles Younkin was 
a daughter Charlotta. 

(II) Charlotta, daughter of Charles Younkin, was bom in 
Fayette County, Pennsylvania; she married George A. 
Younkin, probably a cousin. He was a farmer of Springfield 
Township, and fought in the Civil War, a private of the 
Fifteenth Regiment Pennsylvania Volunteer Infantry. Both 
George A. Younkin and his wife died in Fayette County, 
leaving issue [children]. 

(III) William Dayton, son of George A. and Charlotta 
(Younkin) Younkin, was born in Springfield Township, 
Fayette County, Pennsylvania, September 3, 1866, died 
December 23, 1910. He attended the township schools and 
grew up on the farm of his father. After marriage he settled on 
a good farm of his own in the township, containing one 
hundred and eighty acres. He was also a stock raiser and 
dealer. He was a Republican in politics, holding the township 
offices of assessor, collector, school director and others. He 
was a member of the United Brethren Church, and a man held 
in highest esteem. He married Lucinda Harbaugh, who 
survives him and continues on the home farm in Springfield 
Township. She was bom in Somerset County, Pennsylvania, 
September 11, 1866, daughter of David and Lena (Whipke) 
[?Whipkey] Harbaugh, both bom in Somerset County, where he 
died December 13, 1910, and she still resides. He was a 
farmer, and a veteran of the Civil War. He was a son of 
Leonard Harbaugh, bom in Germany, emigrated to the 
American colonies about 1775, fought in the Revolutionary 
War under General Washington, and later under the soldier 
martyr Colonel William Crawford. He later settled in Somerset 
County, where he died. It is from this brave old Revolutionary 
soldier that the Harbaughs of Somerset descend.

History of the Jersey Baptist Church 


"Turkey-Foot Baptist Church — This organization, which 
is more commonly known as the Jersey Baptist Church, is the 
oldest Baptist church west of the Allegheny mountains. It is the 
oldest church of any kind in Somerset County, and perhaps the 
oldest in southwestern Pennsylvania. For many years after its 
organization, Maryland and Virginia settlers were among its 
members, while Sandy Creek Glades, Virginia, formed a 
portion of its parish. The Turkey-Foot church is the parent of 
all the Baptist churches included in a region hundreds of miles 
in extent. The following is an exact copy of page seven of the 
minutes of the Turkey-Foot Baptist Church: 

"'The minutes of the proceedings of the church belonging 


to Turkey-Foot and Sandy Creek Glades. On Wednesday, the 
fourteenth day [of August], Anno Domini 1775, the Rev. Mr. 
Isaac Sutton and John Corbley met this church at the house of 
Moses Halls in Turkey-Foot, and after a sermon on the 
occasion they solemnly constituted a church in these places 
jointly consisting of the following members as subscribed to 
the succeeding convenant:* 

'"Robert Colburn, Jacob Rush, David Rush, John Rush, 
John King, Benjamin Leonard, James Mitchel, Willets 
Skinner, Nicies Hartzell, Mary Rush, Mary Coventon, Mary 
Rush, Margaret Rush, Lucia Jones, Elizabeth Mountain, Sarah 
Skinner, Frankey Ketchem, Rebecca King.’

"April 5, 1789, William Blain was baptized and received 
into the church. July 4, 1789, Rebecca Blain was baptized and 
received into the church. Among other names of members 
belonging to the church we find the Whittakers, Melicks, 
Truaxes, Bosleys, Membles, Gordons, Kings, Joneses, Walls, 
Lobdills, Melotts, Tannehills, Woodmencys and Reams. 

"The first house was built in January, 1788. It was a 
two-story log structure with gallery, and was used as church, 
schoolhouse, and, tradition says, at one time as a blockhouse. 
While attending, many of the early settlers brought their rifles, 
which stood in a comer until service was concluded. The 
second house, a frame building, was erected in 1838; the third, 
also a frame, was finished in 1877, at a cost of twenty-five 
hundred dollars. At that time Mrs. Jane Brook, widow of John 
Brook and daughter of Hon. James Hanna, Sr., and her 
daughter, Mrs. Mary Forquer, paid to the building fund over 
twelve hundred dollars. 

"In 1862 Rebecca King bequeathed two thousand dollars 
to the use of the church; and in May, 1881, Mrs. Jane Brook 
donated one thousand dollars to be kept as a perpetual fund, the 
annual interest to be applied to paying the minister's salary. 

"The first church officers mentioned in the record are 
Robert Colburn and Isaac Dwire, elders, in 1795; Jacob Rush, 
appointed deacon, vice Reuban Skinner, in September, 1796; 
Robert Colburn was ordained elder and Jacob Rush deacon, 
October 8, 1796. ... 

"Membership in September 1883, was sixty-five. 

"*The names given are in the same handwriting, and were 
evidently all written at the same time; though probably not at 
the time the church was formed. Other names not here given 
seem to have been added later, without dates to distinguish 
them from the first given constituent members."
